CATALOGUE OF A COLLECTION OF BIRDS MADI- BY 
DOCTOR W. L. ABBOTT IN KASHMIR. BALTISTAN AND 
LADAK, WITH NOTES ON SO:\IE OF THE SRECIES, AND 
A DESCRIPTION OF A NEW SPECIES OF CYANECULA.

For several years past, tlie United States iSTatioual Museum lias been 
the recipient of valuable collections in various branches of natural 
history and ethnology, gathered by the iiatriotic American naturalist and 
explorer, Doctor L. Abbott, of Philadelphia, during his travels in 
various parts of the Old World. Mount Kilimanjaro and the lowlands 
of Taveta. East Africa, were the scenes of his lirst investigations, where 
for two years he was actively at work, and whence he sent to the 
Museum over a thousand bird skins and a large quantity of other ma- 
terial. He subsequently visited the Seychelles Archipelago in the early 
part of 1800, and other islands to the westward of that group during 
the latter half of 1802, pausing a short time in Madagascar on his way, 
and sending collections from time to time to the National Museum, as 
had been his custom. The collection of birds formed in the Seychelles 
and other islands in that vicinity has been studied by Mr. Pidgway, 
who has described some new species contained therein.^ A more 
exhaustive account of the birds of this group by the same author is 
now in course of preparation and will doubtless soon be completed. 
The birds' eggs have been reported on by Major Bendire. Various 
obstacles have heretofore i)revented a study of the birds of the African 
collections, but it is now thought probable that a thorough examina- 
tion of these maybe effected in the near future. 3Ir. True has already 
given a detailed account of the mammals. 

Upon concluding his explorations in the Seychelles, Dr. Abbott visited 
Kashmir and Ladak, in northern India, and spent parts of the years 
181)l-18hl in travel and in the accumulation of material illustrating the 
natural history and ethn<dogy of that region. In July, 1893, a journey

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occupying over a year vras undertaken from Ladak into Eastern Tur- 
kestan, and north to the Tbian-Slian Mountains. Eeturniug in the 
spring of 1804, lie passed several months in the Tagdumbash Pamir. 

Dr. Abbott lias now returned to Madagascar, making his headquar- 
ters in a little-known part of that vast island, and his labors in this fas- 
cinating field will undoubtedly bring to light many interesting things. 

The collections sent from the region embraced in the present paper — 
Kashmir, Baltistan and Ladak — number 74G well-prepared siiecimens, 
referable to 188 species, of which one, a Cyanecuhij is apparently new. 
A number of the species are l are and of unusual interest, and the speci- 
mens, with a few unimportant exceptions, are accompanied with accurate 
data and notes on the colors of hiding parts, measurements, etc. In 
view of this, it has been deemed worth while to present a complete cata- 
logue of the collection, including the collector’s notes on the labels of 
the specimens. 

The localities visited by Dr. Abbott are in many instances those 
already well known through the work of Drs. Stoliczka, Scully, Major 
Biddiilph, and others famous in Indian ornithology. A brief itinerary, 
as collated from the data accompanying his collection of birds, is here 
inserted. 

The Vale of Kashmir was visited in the latter part of June, 1801, 
and the succeeding four months were passed there and in the immedi- 
ate vicinity, with short excursions to the Lolab Valley, Xowboog Val- 
ley, the Pir Pa]ijal range, Mount Moutir, Srinagar, and Woolar Lake. 
In the early part of November the Sind Valley and Sonamarg were 
visited, and shortly after, Dras and the Dras Valley, where, after a short 
sojourn. Dr. Abbott proceeded to the Indus Valley in Baltistan, which 
was followed to Skardu, and the Shigar and Braldu valleys, at which 
latter place the whole mouth of December was spent. In January, 
ISO-, Shigar Valley and Skardu, and Koiidu in the Indus Valle}’, were 
revisited, and considerable time in February and March was ]iassed at 
naramosh, Bondu, Skardu. Gol, Khartaksho and Tarkuti, in the 
Indus Valley, were also visited in March, and Dras Valley and Sona- 
marg were revisited. Most of April was spent in the Vale of Kashmir, 
particularly at its western end, and collections were made in the Kaj 
Xag 31 oun tains, Srinagar, Sopor, Woolar Lake, and Gunderbal. A 
large yiart of 3Iay and a few days of June were passed in the Vale of 
Kashmir and in the Kowboog Valley. The remainder of 1802 was 
passed among the islands northwest of Madagascar. In 1803 most of 
xipril, 3Iay and June were spent in or near the Vale of Kashmir, the 
Krishuagunga Valley and 31(mntains being visited : the latter half of 
June was spent at Sonamarg, Zogi-bul Pass, Dras, Kargil, Pashgam, 
Kharbu and Kamika-la Pass, in Kashmir ; and Khardong, Eotu-la Pass, 
Lamayuru, and Indus Valky, in Ladak. The first week of eluly Avas 
passed in Leh, when a short trip to Siiget, Eastern Turkestan, Avas 
made, folloAved shortly by a return to Khardong. A fcAv days AA’ere 
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spent in the Xubra Vnlley, jouiiieyini;' toward Sasser Pass, wlnne a 
sliort pause was made. Anotlier expedition to luistern Turkestan ]iei-e 
followed, lasting’ over a year, and the region under eonsideration was 
not again visited until September, 1S94, when Dr. vbbott st<>i)ped a 
short while at Khardong on his way to the coast. 

Many of the species eoutaineil in the Kashmir eollections had been 
provisionally named b^" Mr. F. L. J. Boettelier,^ ui)on receipt of the sue* 
cessive installments, and little has remained hu‘ me to do in such <*ases 
but to verify those identifications. ^Ir. W. E. Brooks has. at 1113 - requ<‘St, 
been kind enough to examine a series of willow warblers and two or 
three other species, and verify or correct nqv identifications of the 
same, for which my thanks are due him.- 

In the matt(‘r of classification, I have used, for the sake of cf)nven* 
ience and to fa('ilitate comparison, the sequence of families and species 
emplo^ved hy Dr. SIiai’]>e,^ but, as will be observed, I have endeavored 
to adhere closely to the American Ornithologists Union's regulations 
regarding nomenclature, and have adopted several of Dr. Stejneger's 

inconvenient discoveries.*'

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The two specimens are not in tlie same plumage, the last being nmeb 
darker above and below, with nearly uniform choeolate-brown thighs, 
and ferruginous breast.

This form has been recorded from nortlierii India on several occasions, 
and T have little hesitancy in referring tlie above-mentioned specimens 
to it. They sliow the characters advancr'd for B, h. turcomanuH very 
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clearly, and on this account I do not consider them to represent the 
pale form of the Eagle Owl described by Hume as B, liemaclialana^ which 
he avers is ‘^of precisely the same type of coloration as the Eagle Owl 
of Europe, but very much paler.*' In B, h. turcomamis the pattern of 
coloration of the tail and wings particularly departs considerably from 
that of the typical Eagle Owl, but 1 do not consider the present bird 
to be specifically distinct from it, as advanced by some.

The Indus Talley specimen is somewhat aberrant in having the three 
central pairs of rectrices conspicuously tipped with white!

The under ]>arts vary from green in the tirst ease, to bright 
yellow in the last.

The four speeimeiis liere mentioued are very difficult to place, ami 
with the aid of description alone it is almost impossible to correctly 
determine them. I have no specimens of P. sindianns^ and only three 
examples of tlie present species for comparison with Dr. Abbott^s birds. 
The latter differ from the descriptions of P. tristis in a number of points: 
P. tristis is said to have a tinge of green on the npi)er plumage, or 
rump, but there is no sign of it in any of these specimens (possibly on 
account of the season in which they were collected): in 7^ tristis the 
second primary is said to be equal to, or occasionally shorter than, the 
seventh; in all seven of the specimens before me the second is mueh 
shorter than the seventh, and <*qual to the eighth or ninth: in 1\ tristis 
the third and fourth primaries are said to be longest; in our speci- 
mens the third, fourth and tifth are longest. In some respects the birds 
seem to approach F, negleetus ov F, sindianus; the greater size would 
bar them from ncfjlectus, however, and the bend of the wing, under wing- 
coverts and axillaries are yellowish, thus apparently distinguishing 
them from F. sindianiis. 

Mr. Brooks corroborates my detei'inination, and makes the following 
observations: ‘‘In Pleske/s work on the Birds of BrjevalskPs Journeys 
in Central Asia {vide Ibis, 1895, p. 287), it is stated that P. tristis var. 
sindiana, and EeguJoides siqyerciHosus yslv, mandcUii are, tigured on Plate 
II. Certainly P. sindiana is no vai iety of tristis, the voices are so 
utterly different. 7>istis is a ‘chiffehaff sindianns is not, but a true 
willow warbler, with a call like that of P. trocJiiUis^ but much louder 
and shriller. P. wandeUii I would rather class with P. Jnunii than with 
P. siqyereiliosns. Both these birds were su])posed to be resident local 
species, but ap])arently they are both migratory. There is very little 
known about them.’’

This interesting bird, of which Dr. Abbott has sent three specimens, is 
very closely related to the White-spotted lUuethroat, Cijanecnla wolfii 
(Brelim), but differs from it in the dee})er blue of the throat, in the blue 
lores, and in the longer bill, wliich latter character is more easily seen 
on comparison of specimens than expressed in figures. The specimens 
are in somewhat worn breeding plumage, which xirobably accounts for 
the grayer color of the upper parts and ear coverts, and the more 
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restricted russet baud on breast (almost obsolete in oiu^ of the exam- 
ples), when compared with specimens of (\ wolfil in fresh ])lmiiaj^c. Jt is 
very interesting to note that C, sneciea and the present species are both 
resident in the Nubra Valley, at the same altitude, as show n by Dr. 
Abbotfs specimens, and as previously recorded by Dr. Sharpe,^ and in 
one of our specimens of the new'form we find twm or three of the silk^" 
wdiite feathers composing the throat patch to have faint traces of russet. 
On the other hand, as recorded under the ]>receding species, some of 
the examples of that species from this region have white on the throat 
patch, and a tinge of blue on the lores; they are, how^ever, certainly 
referable to C. sitecicaj and not the present speeies. The three speci- 
mens of the new^ form have the bills, tarsi and feet black; more so 
than in any specimens of C, ivolfii in the National Museum collection. 

White-spotted Dluethroats have several times been recorded from 
Ladak and Kashmir as the ordinary 0. vro//V/, but it is probable that 
all the resident birds of this region are referable to the form here 
described. Major Diddulph has found it in the Kubra Valley in June, 
and at Gilgit, Kashmir, in April,- and PTume^ writes, ^Mn the interior 
of the Himalayas, north of Ley and the Indus, many specimens have 
been met with.”
